W ASH IN GTON~The Babe was at my side 
the o ther day. I went to W ashington for the 
Babe R u th Leagu e W orld Series—team s of kids 
13 to 15 from every part of the cou ntry—and 
w hen they w ern't playing baseball, they were 
looking in on their congiessmeii and senators 
and visiting the shrines of ou r magnificent 
capital. They were growing u p. 
W herever we went, I felt the Babe was look­ 
ing o ver m y shou lder and listening in. Kids were 
his dish. We dropped in on Senator Robert 
Hendrickson, chairm an of the su bcommittee on 
ju venile delinqu ency. There’s nothing phony 
abo u t the senato r’s interest in the su bject. He’s 
a grandfather 11 times and he shou ld know 
abo u t children’s problems. 
He also knows there’s no special cu re-all for 
ju venile delinqu ency. He idolized the Babe and 
knew his backgrou nd. Baseball helped “The 
Babe” as it is helping thou sands of kids in 
organized baseball programs today—kids w’ho 
are restless and bu rning u p with u nspent energy'. 
We visited Senator Hennings of the same 
committee. “The Babe came of a broken home,” 
he said, “bu t it didn’t break him. How the Babe 
wou ld hit ’em in Sportsm an’s Park, St. Lou is! 
That m u st have been his favorite ball park.” 
The senato r gave a most inspiring talk to the 
grou p of you ngsters from Joplin, Mo. I am 
su re they will rem em ber the sage rem arks as 
long as they live. Senator Hennings was a track 
star at Cornell — Senator Hendrickson played 
high school baseball, and Senator Kefau ver play­ 
ed both baseball and football. 
There were kids from Jackson, Tenn., and 
they' were greeted by Senator Kefau ver, also 
of the committee. 
“Pm su re the Babe got his ihiills, even while 
he was u nder 16, on the ball field instead of a 
dimly lit street corner.” Kefau ver told them. 
“You don’t get into trou ble on the ball field.” 
Senator WilHam Langer of the ju venile de­ 
linqu ency committee told me there is a higher 
rate increa.se in ru ral areas today than in ou r 
cities. This will su rprise many as It did me. 
One thing stand.s ou t in my mind with the 
Ju venile Delinqu ency Committee senators. They 
are trying to reverse a disgracefu l national 
trend. By 1960. u nless that trend is reversed, 
1,600,000 
you ngsters 
each 
year 
will 
be 
in 
tro u ble with the law. America cannot affo» - 
to lose the good citizenship of these boys. 
The Ba be Ha d Tough Sta rt 
I wonder how many kids in America today 
know anything more abou t Babe Ru th than that 
he symbolized the home ru n? 
The Babe m eant mu ch more than that to an 
older generation in his glory years—a big, good- 
natu red o rphan who learned to play ball at 
St. M ary’s Indu strial School in Baltimore. 
W hat he stood for then, in w hat we have come 
to know' as the golden age, was a blessed land 
of opportu nity. Baseball made the Babe, and 
the Babe in tu rn made baseball. 
Like so many kids ou t of broken homes, the 
Babe m ight have got into trou ble, real trou ble, 
bu t fo r the gu idance and u nderstanding of the 
bro thers of St. M ary’s. He owed mu ch to Brother 
M anias, a nd to the Brothers Pau l, Albert, a nd 
Gilbert. 
They tau ght him the moral valu es; they gave 
him religiou s training. They encou raged him to 
play ball in his free hou rs He was not a good 
stu dent, bu t he learned to distingu ish between 
the good and the bad, and by the time he was 
19 he was ready to make his way in profes­ 
sional baseball. 
I don’t know how old the Baoe was when he 
set his m ind in the right direction, bu t I d gu ess 
It was u nder 16. That's why I'm so happy to 
have the Babe’s name perpetu ated by the Babe 
Ru th 
Leagu e, 
sponsored 
by 
the 
Coca-Cola 
("ompany, for those vital years oí adolescent de­ 
velopment. They get to play ball in an organized 
way: they get good coaching, and mo.st of all 
they don’t ever get to feel they’re imw'anted. 
These were the elements the ^ Babe rem em ­ 
bered of his years at St. Mary's. He wou ld tell 
me of the kids he had left behind. He often 
w ent back there, bu t most of those kids were 
no longer there. Still, he felt better for it. 
Popula r With Kids 
The Babe’s u pbringing made his act so nat­ 
u ral when he was arou nd kids, they ju st hap­ 
pened to like him as he liked them. It wasn’t 
ju st a case of pu tting his au tograph to a scrap 
of paper or a scorecard or a baseball. He felt 
cleaner after a time with the kids. He never 
forgot he was once one of them. 
The Babe told me a story of a little miracle 
in Tampa, Pla. The Yankees had played an ex­ 
hibition th at afternoon, and they were jogging 
to their bu s behind the right field stands. A car 
was parked nearby, and seated in the front seat 
was a hu nched~u p kid with an adu lt beside him. 
The Babe glanced at the wasted kid, and he 
waved and yelled, “Hi-ya, kid!” Then he thou ght 
no more of it, bu t the greeting had a rem ark­ 
able effect on the boy. He stood u p and called 
.something back. 
Other Yankees and sports w riter Fred Lieb 
followed in the Babe’s path and they noticed 
the boy’s father shedding a tear. The man was 
overwhelmed. He kept saying over and over, 
“By boy stood u p, he stood u p. It’s the first 
nine in two years. My boy stood u p.” 
There was something inspning 
abou t the 
Hcibe, and yet the problem of delinqu ency cou ld 
easily have o \erw ho lm ed him if he hadn’t been 
.steered right. I think too mu ch stress—too many 
headlines—on the destru ctive side have hu rt the 
kids. Certainly the scare headlines had to be 
u sed. Commu nities had to be made aware of 
the problem. Bu t now I say, let’s bu ry those 
headlines. 
In one way they mu ltiply the pro b­ 
lem, make phony heroe.^ of more kids. Let’s 
tell them of the good thinks the kids do. And 
let’s keep them on the ball field where they 
won't get into trou ble. 
Thou gh there is no cu re for ju venile delin- 
<r;ency, me more playing líelas we have, the 
o wer delinqu ents well b<ive. I’m su ie. 


Who Is Confused?

Senator Jenner of Indiana recently came u p 
w ith one of his more pu zzling speeches on the 
Senate floor. In one breath he said a “left-w ing 
collectivist elite” still holds power within the 
government, and in another he said he cou ld not 
ask for a “better team ” than President Eisen­ 
hower and his top defense men. 
Jenner told the Senate the left-wing cliqu e is 
composed of holdovers from previou s adminis­ 
trations. 
He said these people have developed 
an “inner steering grou p” w'hich is free of con­ 
tro l by Congress, the President and the cou rts. 
He added: 
“It has dom inated American foreign and nu li- 
tary policy throu gh its skill in m anipu lating 
laws, directives, committees, conference reports, 
and briefing sessions.” 
Now Jenner’s Internal Secu rity Committee 
pu t o u t a volu minou s repo rt on Commu nist in­ 
filtration which u sed langu age like that. Bu t m 
this new speech the senator is not talking of the 
past, bu t the present. 
He is saying that this grou p of “left-w ingers” 
exists today in government, and is so powerfu l 
that nobody can do anything abou t it. 
Certainly few men wou ld be so rash as to 
aigu e there are no Commu nists, no su bversives, 
no m oderate left-w ingers anywhere in govern­ 
ment todav. To assu me that wou ld to su ggest, 
on the one hand, that ou r Red enemies are not 
very resou rcefu l, and on the other that there 
is not mu ch range of political opinion in America. 
Yet it is something else to state flatly that 
these people “dom inate” American policy. That 
is something which cannot simply be asserted 
bu t mu st be proved. Jenner has offered no shad­ 
ow' of proof. Fu rtherm ore, he has named no 
names. 
Who are these dangerou s,

If Jenner can name them, and if they do have 
the power he contends, how' then can he have 
any confidence in Mr. Eisenhower and his team? 
For the Import of his charges is that the “left- 
wing elite” has stolen power from .somebody, 
inclu ding the President. A Chief Execu tive and 
an adm inistration w'hich allowed this to happen 
cou ld hardly be deserving of mu ch favor, either 
from Congress or the American people. 
Actu ally, the si*nator’s praii^e of the Eisen­ 
hower team is a left-handed compliment, since 
he can harly believe it is anybody’s bu siness bu t
